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COURTS TO PASS 


ON RIGHTS OF 


RIVERSIDE, Oct. 6.—A suit involv­ 
ing potential international 
complica­ 
tions was filed here yesterday in the 
name of the people of the State of 
California against Yuklehi Harada, a 
Japanese, who has acquired a piece 
of property in a choice residence sec­ 
tion on Lemon street. 
This is the first action to be brought 
against a Japanese under 
the 
provi­ 
sions of the alien land act of 1913. 
The papers were filed in the superi­ 
or court by Deputy Attorney Robert M. 
Clark, acting for Attorney-General U. 
S. Webb, and ex-Senator Miguel Es- 
tudillo of this city. 
The action is the climax of a series 
of efforts to oust Harada from the pre­ 
cincts of Fourth and Lemon streets. 
where he acquired a lot in December 
last for his minor children, who were 
born in the United States. Property 
owners in the vicinity raised a fund to 
buy the property from the Jap an ese,I 
offering him a material advance o v e r 
the price paid by him. 
The refusal of; 
the offer has given rise to the suppo­ 
sition that the Japanese government 
may be back of Harada. and that every 


effort will be made to have the act de­ 
clared unconstitutional. 
The complaint states that 
at 
the 
time H arada bought the property he 
was an alien, a subject of the Imperial 
Japanese government, 
and 
th at no 
treaty existed between the two coun­ 
tries whereby a subject of the empire 
could acquire land in this country. 
Therefore 
when 
the 
defendant ac­ 
quired the property it escueated to the 
government of the State of California. 
The complaint asks that the court 
adjudge that the 
property 
has 
es­ 
cheated to the state, th at it be ordered 
sold according to law, that Harada be 
declared to have no title in the proper­ 
ty, and that a receiver be appointed. 
Judge Clark said this was the first 
of a series of similar 
cases 
to 
be 
brought by the state. The action was 
taken, he said, at the suggestion of 
Gov. Hiram W. Johnson.

OFF BT STATE 


Man Convicted of Fraud Is 
Refused Permission to 
Form Corporation 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., 
Oct. 6.—Cor- 
IMtrate enterprises to be 
conducted 
by Charles A. Elder, recently 
con­ 
victed of fraud In his m anagem ent of 
the I^os Angeles Investment Company, 
are not encouraged by Commissioner 
of Corporations H. L. Carnahan. 
In forma! decisions, the 
Commis­ 
sioner has denied the applications of 
California Investment Company 
and 
California Fruit and Candy & 
Company, with both of which 
Elder 
was to be associated. 
Elder appears openly as an incor­ 
porator of the latter company which 
proposed to sell certificates of indebt­ 
edness to the public and in denying 
tho application Commissioner 
C arna­ 
han declares: 
"Tlte association in the enterprise 
of ('has. A. Elder, who now stands 
convicted of fraud in an enterprise, 
one of the most vicious features of 
which was the issue of paper similar 
to these proposed certificates of 
in­ 
debtedness, is not conducive to a con­ 
clusion that it will be honestly m an­ 
aged in the interest of those who may 
he persuaded to invest in its paper.” 
The connection of Elder with the 
California 
Investment 
Company 
as 
‘ probably the real hut secret 
pro­ 
moter and moving spirit of tile com­ 
pany” was concealed by the company 
and revealed only through an inde­ 
pendent investigation by the depart­ 
ment. 
This company also pi, posed 
to issue certificates of indebtedness 
characterized by Commissioner C arna­ 
han as “in legal effect substantially 
the same as the most vicious series of 
notes formerly issued by Elder’s com­ 
pany.” 
The commissioner 
concludes 
that 
“there seems to be no justification for 
permitting Elder to repeat a venture 
similar to one in the m anagement of 
which he nowr stands 
convicted 
of 
fraud.” 
Interest on the proposed form of 
certificates to be issued by both of 
the companies would be payable only 
out of net profits and the 
principal 
would not be repaid at all except upon 
dissolution of tlte 
company 
issuing 
them, and then pro rata only with 
the stockholders out of 
any 
assets 
theb remaining.

County Counsel Haas 
is to draft the ordinance, which will he 
recommended to a larger comm ittee 
recently created at an unofficial con­ 
ference at San Bernardino. 
At yesterday's 
meeting Supervisor 
Schumacher and County 
Sealer 
Mc­ 
Phee represented Orange county. 
This committee adopted as tile basis 
of the proposed ordinance a hill intro­ 
duced at the last session of tin* I>>gis- 
ature as Assembly Bill No. 744, but 
tile conferees reduced the maximum 
limit for the weight of a motor vehicle 
and its load, which was fixed at 30,tHtu 
pounds in the proposed state law. 
These recommendations 
were 
also 
adopted: 
T hat motor vehicles be not permit*! 
ted to draw trailers t hat have metal 
tires. 
That the load any trailer may carry 
he limited to three and a half tons, 
including the weight of the vehicle. 
That no motor vehicle be permitted 
to draw more than one trailer. 
That all solici t ire 
vehicles 
of 
a 
weight of 6000 pounds or more, load 
md vehicle included, lie limited to ti 
speed of not more than tw enty miles 
an hour. 
That tile width of motor 
vehicles 
and t r a i l e r s be limited to eight feet. 
This last restriction was included 
because the paved or surfaced por­ 
tions of 
most 
Southern 
California 
highways arc- ordinarily only fifteen 
to sixteen feet wide. and a vehicle 
wider than eight 
feet 
becomes 
an 
-bstacle.

Tile ordinance so outlined will be 
submitted to tho committee for ratifi­ 
cation at a meeting to he called by 
Supervisor Hinshaw, chairman of the 
larger committee.

southern counties met at San Bemar-;
